Katowitz, Yesterday. 

Furious women staged a 
remarkable scene in the 
coal mining district to-day, 
throwing barricades round 
offices, and fighting furious- 
ly with police who were 
‘ rushed to the area.: 


A hunger atrike waa begun by 
1,500 miners in Upper Silesia yes- 
terday in order to force the min- 
ing directora to accede to their 
demands regarding wages 
hours of Iabour. 

The demands, Uated in a fifty- 
six-point petition, were the cause 
of the violent disorders to-day, 
when the wives of the striking 
minera deacended upon the ad- 
ministrative offices of the mines 
and. bombarded them with stones. 


The ‘women then erect- 
ed barbed-wire . barricades 
around the buildings in order 
té prevent the directors from 
leaving until their husbands’ 
demands are granted. 


HEAVY REINFORCEMENTS ; 


Tt was only after heavy police 
reinforcements had been rushed 
to the district that order could 
be restored. - 

The strike in this district has 
been augmented by the walking 
out of 3,400 miners in other parts 
of Upper Silesia. 

The Polish trade union yester- 
day revoked all wage scales for 
the Dombrovo and Cracow dis- 
tricts, and announced that the 
miners were determined to obtain 
higher wages and better working 
conditions.—Trans-Occan.

Canton’s Goodwill Governor 
Passes Away In Hospital 


It was with & profound sense of 
dhock that Hong Kong lcarned Jast night 
of the death, which occurred at the Sun 
Yat Sen University Hospital in Canton, 
of His Excellency, General Huang Mu- 
sung, the Governor of Kwangtung Pro- 


vince. 


Only. bricfest details of General Huang’s 
sudden and unexpected demise had been re- 


ceived at a late hour, 


It was known that he 
was taken ill with a severe chill on Tuesday, and 
that his iInegs took a sudden turn for the worse 


on Thursday night, necessitating his removal to 
.the First Hospital of the Medical Faculty of the 
University, but it was reported that he ‘had 


been able to see General Yu*Hon-mau, comman- 
der-in-chief of the Fourth Route Army, and 
Hong Kong was not aware of the gravity: of His 


Excellency’s illness. | 


Death is believed to have been 
due to pneumonia, which deve- 
loped on Thursday. 


General Huang had not been in 
the beat of health for some con- 
siderable time. When ,he returned 
to Canton ‘in the carly part of last 
week, it was from a period of rest 
and recuperation after a persis- 
tent cold. 


UNTIMELY DEATH 


The deepest regret will be felt 
in the Colony at the untimely 
death of General Huang, for it 
fell. to his lot, on his appointment 
as Chairman of Kwangtung, fol- 
lowing the reorganisation of the 
South-West Government by 
Nanking last year, to play a pro- 
minent part in the etrengthening 
of the friendly relations between 
Canton and Hong Kong. 


General Hiiang created an cx- 
cellent impression in the Colony |: 
when he returned the visit to Can- 
ton of His Excelency the Gover- 
nor, Sir Andrew Calddcott. 


ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING 


Accompanied by the Mayor of 
Canton, he received an enthusias- 
tic welcome and was entertained 
by His Excellency the Governor 
at Government House. 

In the course of the banquet to 
the distinguished visitors, 
apeeches were made both by Gen- 
cral Huang and Gir Androw Calde- 
cott expressing pleasure at the 
growing co-operation between 
Hong Kong and Canton and 
stressing the importance of closor 
relations ‘in the future. 


ONLY 62 YEARS 


General, Huang Mu-sung was 
born in Kwangtung in’ 1885, and 
before taking. up the post of 
Chairman of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, which he hold at~ the 
time of. his death, was Pacification 
Commissioner in Sinkiang. 

He received his military educa- 
tion at the Pelping Military Col- 
lege, where he graduated, and to 
which: he’ returnod years Inter as 
Prealdent. 

His progress in, the Army was 
rapid and he soon rose to-bo com- 
mander of the 8rd Division. 


LEADER IN 1927

RUSS 


HE centenary of Pushkin, 
grentest of Russinn pocts, 
mont national and moat important 
of Russian writers, was celebrated 
Inst month. We know little 
enough of his work, of which no 
-complete translation exists in 
English, indeed, we are told that 
his poems, so pure and fine in 
sound, so subtle of expression, and 
so dintinetly Russian in finvour, 
are untranalatable. It is only in 
hia prose that we know him, a 
vivid and realistic writer, truly 
Russian in his simplicity of style. 
Tle came to free Kussia of 9 
alaviah imitation of the French, 
creating models of hia own and 
founding a national literature. 
‘Tf we except Goethe,” anys Mr. 
Erneat Simmona, Pushkin’s latest 
- biographer, “it Is not an exagger- 
ation to say that during the first 
forty years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury no poet of Western Europe 
surpassed Pushkin in sheer geniue 
or in sustained quality of Hterary 
accomplishment. For over @ hun- 
dred years he haa been Rusain’s 
“moat beloved poet.” 


Abyssinian 
Ancestor 


Pushkin was born on May 26, 
1799, of an old aristocratic family. 
The Purshkina were not wealthy. 
The poet’s father war a wit, total- 
ly devoid of practical sense, Just 
as indifferent was his mother; her 
grandfather, Hannibal, an Abya- 
sinian prince, had a, brilliant 
career under Peter the Great and 
died general in command of the 
Russian army. One of the best 
known of Pushkin's shorter tales, 
incomplete as it is, tells of Han- 
nibal, “Peter the Great's Negro.” 
Naughty, tyrannical, Pushkin's 
mother terrorised the famlly and 
waa indeed of the same race as 
Hannibal “the African.” Her son 
inherited her temper. 

Lazy and taciturn asa child, his 
mother endeavoured to “correct” 
him; he uaed to take refuge in 
his maternal grandmother's room 
or hide in a big sewing - basket. 
The old lady and hig nurse Rodio- 
noyna were the onlx people who 
spoke Russian to him, His par- 
ents and their friends spoke 
French as was the custom among 
members pf the Russian aristo- 
erney at that time. At the age of 
nine he was a Voracious reader 
and was going through all the 
books in’ his father’s library—a 
library entirely of French books. 
It was then that he made his firat 
ufforts at writing. He wrote a 
comedy in French, “The Con- 
jurer,” which he acted himself, 
the only person in the audience 
being his sister. :

In 1817, leaving school, Push- 
kin was appointed attache at the 
Foreign Office; in reality he ‘hard- 
ly made an appearance there, but 
spent’ hig days reading or feasting 
with gay companions, The three 
winters he spent in Petro- 
grad were reckless but did 
not prevent him from writ- 
ing his great poem, “Ruskin 
and Ludmila,” fresh, young, and 
senauous, which at once eatablish- 
ed his fame. He belonged to a 
circle of young intellectuals whose 
socin) and political ideas were too 
advanced for the liking of the 
government,

He began to call himself “the 
proud singer of freedom.” This 
was enough to get him into trou- 
ble. 

The governor of Petrograd, tak-

LONDON, YESTERDAY. 

A: FAMOUS SOLDIER WHO

Born in 1859, Major-General

The following 
year he became brevet Licut.- 
Colonel and full Colonel in 1902. 

He was appointed Major- 
General in 1909. 

Ho first saw foreign service in 
Burma from 1886. to 1886, when 
he was mentioned in despatches 
and received . the Burma Medal 
with clasp. : 

ON N.W. FRONTIER 

Jn 1897 he served on the North- 
West Frontier and wos again 
mentioned in despatches. He also 
received another mention in des- 
patches the following year in the 
Tirah. - 

From 1901 to 1902 he fought in 
the Woazirlstan campaign and 
from 1900 to 1905 was Assistant- 
Adjutant-General, Quetta district. 

In 1905 he received the thanks 
of the Government of India for 
his work as member of the Indian 
Survey Committee. 

He commanded the Karachi 
Brigade from 1905 to 1907 and 
the Ahmednagar Brigade from 
1907 to 1911. , 

MADE C.M.G. 

In 1913 he came to Hong Kong 
as. Officer Commanding British 
troops in South China. . 

For, his nervices in Hong Kong 
he was made C.M.G. and received 
the thanks of, the Hong Kong 
Government and the Lords of the 
Admiralty. : : 
“He retired in the last year of 
the Grent War and in 1919 was 
appointed Regional Director of 
the Ministry of Pensions, a post 
he held till 1924. 

At the time of his death he was 
Commissioner of Scouts for the 
Camberley district.—Reuter.

The most fattening food of 
all, ounce for ounce,, is butter.

SYNTHETIC STAPLE 
FIBRES 


(Special To 


“Sunday Herald”) 


Berlin, Yesterday. 

How much aynthetic staple fibre 
Germany is actually producing at 
present and how great ultimate 
production will be, was yesterday 
announced for the first time in 
the  semi-offieial journal, “The 
Four-Year’ Plan." 


The year .1936 saw a consump- 

tion of 43,000 tons of stable fibre, 
as againat only 8,000 tons in the 
preceding year. 
“The output for 1937 is estimat- 
ed at more than double that of 
1936, and will bring a welcome re- 
Jaxation of the difficulties in sup- 
plying German textile industries 
with raw materials. 

By the end of 1937 fhe present 
productive capacity of about 
75,000 tons will have been ratsed 
to about 160,000 tons, or twice the 
amount. 

Whereas in 1933 monthly — pro- 
duction of ataple fibre in Germany 
was only about 275 tons, the 
monthly output from January 
next year will be from 11,000 to 
12,000 tons, 

The output will be divided be- 
tween elght firms.  , 

The journal concludes. by say- 
Ing that staple fibre has only 
begun to assert its place dn the 
textile world but one day will 
radically change the textile indus- 
try of the entire world.—Trans- 
Ocean.

The electricity industry was 
congratulated yesterday by the 
Minister for the Co-ordination of 
Defence, Sir Thomas Inkskip, on 
the greater part it is playing in 
tho manufacture of munitions 
than was the case at the height 
of demand during the Great War. 

Lord Eltisley, President of the 
British Ele¢trical Development 
Association, said that ten years 
ago this country was generating 
5,500,000,000 units ‘of electricity 
annually. 

Last year over 20,000,000,000 
units were generated, which was 
an Increase of about 14 per cent. 
over the previous year’s genera- 
tion. 

That was a larger proportional 
increase than any other country 
in the avorld could show. 

Many more houses were being 
wired for electricity. There had 
becn an increase of 2,800,000 dur- 
ing the past four: years. 

While reckoning both high 
tension and low tension 
lines in one calculation, Bri- 
tain had a record of over 30,000 
miles of rural lines.—British 
Wireless.
